TIME FOR ACTION. 
When the state board of equaliza­ 
tion completed its labors, and the val­ 
uation of East Liverpool real estate 
and< personal property was changed 
from $3,400,810 to approximately $5,- 
500,000, there was general complaint 
and indignation—not because the val­ 
uation had grown, as that was to be 
expected, but because of the manifest 
unfairness of some of the valuations 
placed upon buildings and lots in the 
very heart of the city. 
It has been asserted and never dis­ 
proven that certain buildings occupied 
as stores and business offices, instead 
of being given a valuation for the pur­ 
poses of taxation of 70 per cent of 
their actual worth, as was done with 
residence and suburban property, were 
placed at 30, 25 and in some instances 
at as low as 20 per cent of their sell­ 
ing value. 
With all the revision of 
valuations that was made by the state 
board, many of these evidences 
of 
gross and glaring 
inequalities 
still 
stand as the figures on which the as­ 
sessors must work, and will continue 
to so stand unless rectified at once by 
the local board of equalization. 
When the new council was elected 
it was on the pledge of candidates, 
almost without excetpion, that they 
would do their utmost while in office 
lo right the tax question. The new 
council Las already filled the vacant 
places on the board of equalization by 
the appointment of W. L. Smith and 
William Cartwright, well-known busi­ 
ness men,, who, we take it for granted, 
have given pledges to council to see 
fistic® done to all classes of taxpay­ 
ers, or otherwise they would not have 
received the votes and support of re­ 
form councilmen. 
AU citizens who have been wronged 
by tho recently made appraisement 
should unite in demanding that the 
local board, so far as lieq Jpj its power, 
shall adjust matters upon,la basis of 
fairness. Th© board cannot do every­ 
thing, but it can do much. It has the 
power to hear complaints and adjust 
individual instances of wrong. There 
are so many of these that the board 
should have ample occupation on its 
hands for some time to come. Let 
there be open sessions, due notice of 
them being given in advance, where 
all citizens having suffered real or 
fancied injury, can be heard freely and 
fully. Taxpayers are entitled to this 
and should demand it. 
If there are members of the board 
whose private business does not allow 
them to devote so much time as may 
be necessary to the duties of the office, 
let them resign and let men be ap­ 
pointed in their stead who have the 
time and WUU agree to do this neces­ 
sary work h&r thai interests of the peo­ 
ple. It is time for action, and citizens 
should arouse themselves and see that 
justice is done. 


8EN3IBLE RECOMMENDATIONS. 
The annual reports of Mayor David­ 
son and other city officers, published 
in these columns yesterday, are of un­ 
usual interest for papers of that class. 
Every citizen should read them. They 
not only present valuable information 
In a plain and .succinct form, but they 
reflect a condition of things that is 
reason for pride and congratulation on 


still inadequate to the demands f our 
large and rapidly increasing popula­ 
tion and unite in recommending the 
appointment 
of 
two more officers. 
There is no doubt that the services of 
two more patrolmen could be utilized 
to advantage, and if, as is maintained, 
the proper protection of the various 
districts’ demands their employment, 
they should be added. 
But council 
should first ascertain the wishes of 
the people in the matter, investigating 
the subject 
thoroughly, and 
decide 
whether the additional 
expense 
is 
wise and necessary at this time. 
We heartily congratulate the mayor 
on his sensible suggestions on other 
matters of public interest. The idea 
that jail prisoners, confined for short 
periods for minor misdemeanors, need 
not live in ease and idleness at the 
expense of the city, is one which is 
spreading among those interested in 
the care and punishment of such of­ 
fenders everywhere. Many cities, both 
lare and small, have put such prison­ 
ers at work upon the streets or at 
stone-piles where they prepare street- 
building material. The experiment is 
generally reported to work well and 
to result in fewer transgressions of 
the law and consequently in fewer ar­ 
rests. To the ordinary “drunk and dis­ 
orderly,” confinement in the jail for a 
few days is very little punishment. 
That he should help the city pay for 
his keeping is a sound principle. We 
trust the mayor’s suggestions on this 
point will be duly considered and act­ 
ed upon. 
We are glad to see that the mayor 
agrees with the News Review in advo­ 
cating the inexpensive but important 
reform of having street signs and see­ 
ing that all houses are properly num­ 
bered. The sooner the ordinance on 
this subject is enforced to the letter, 
the better it will be for the city. ’fhe 
mayor hits the nail squarely o*n the 
head also in what he says of the dis­ 
gracefully dirty condition of many of 
the alleys. Disease and danger inevi­ 
tably lurk there. 
Paving is needed 
badly in many of these thoroughfares' 
in the heart of the town. UntH it is 
practicable to secure this, the ntext 
best thing is rigidly to enforce the 
ordinance forbidding the accumulation 
of debris and garbage in such places 
or in any place in the city.

the Columbiana County Humane So­ 
ciety. This worthy organization has 
as its officers a set of well-known 
and progressive citizens and is fully 
equipped for carrying out the noble 
purpose of its founders. We trust its 
appeal for support and encouragement 
will not pass unheeded. There is al­ 
ways work for such organization in 
every populous community, and right­ 
ly managed, as the local society will 
be, it can be made a powerful instru­ 
ment of good.

TIME FOR ACTION. 
When the state board of equaliza­ 
tion completed its labors, and the val­ 
uation of East Liverpool real estate 
and personal property was changed 
from $3,400,810 to approximately $5,- 
500,000, there was general complaint 
and indignation—not' because the val­ 
uation had grown, as that was to be 
expected, but because of the manifest 
unfairness of some of the valuations 
placed upon buildings and lots in the 
very* heart of the city. 
It has been asserted and never dis­ 
proven that certain buildings occupied 
as stores and business offices, instead 
of being given a valuation for the pur­ 
poses of taxation of 70 per cent 
of 
their actual worth, as was done with 
residence and suburban property, were 
placed at 30, 25 and in some instances 
at as low as 20 per cent of their sell­ 
ing Value. 
With all the revision of 
valuations that was made by the state 
board, many of these evidences 
of 
gross and glaring 
inequalities 
still 
stand as the figures on which the as­ 
sessors must work, and will continue 
to so stand unless rectified at once by 
the local board of equalization. 
When the new council was elected 
it was on the pledge of candidates, 
almost without excetpion, that they 
would do their utmost while in office 
$o right the tax question. The new 
council has already filled the vacant 
places on the board of equalization by 
the appointment of W. L. Smith and 
William Cartwright, well-known busi­ 
ness men,, who, we take it for granted, 
have given pledges to council to see 
Justice done to all classes of taxpay­ 
ers, or otherwise they would not have 
received the votes and support of re­ 
form councilmen. 
All citizens who have been wronged 
by the recently made appraisement 
should unite in demanding that the 
local board, so far as lies limits power, 
shall adjust matters upon,la basis of 
fairness. The board cannot do every­ 
thing, but it can do much. It has the 
power to hear complaints and adjust 
individual instances of wrong. There 
are so many of these that the board 
should have ample occupation on its 
hands for some time to come. Let 
there be open sessions, due notice of 
them being given in advance, where 
all citizens having suffered real or 
fancied injury, can be heard freely and 
fully. Taxpayers are entitled to this 
and should demand it. 
If there are members of the board 
whose private business does not allow’ 
them to devote so much time as may 
be necessary to the duties of the office, 
let them resign and let men be ap­ 
pointed in their stead who have the 
time and WBD agree to do this neces­ 
sary work iqs thtf interests of the peo­ 
ple. It is time for action, and citizens 
should arouse themselves and see that 
justice is done.

I to advantage, and if, as is maintained, 
the proper protection of the various 
districts demands their employment, 
they should be added. 
But council 
should first ascertain the wishes of

The experiment is 
generally reported to work well and 
to result in fewer transgressions of 
the law and consequently in fewer ar­ 
rests. To the ordinary “drunk and dis­ 
orderly,*' confinement in the jail for a 
few days is very little punishment. 
That he should help the city pay for 
his keeping is a sound principle. We 
trust the mayor’s suggestions on this 
point will be duly considered and act­ 
ed upon. 
We are glad to see that the mayor 
agrees with the News Review in advo­ 
cating the inexpensive but important 
reform of having street signs and see­ 
ing that all houses are properly num­ 
bered.
